Some varieties may live and thrive on your particular piece of land better than others, and these will then have a chance to do their very 
best. A mixed pasture is earlier, gives a better yield, and holds out better than one sown down with but one kind of Grass. Many varieties 
sown together occupy the ground more closely, and a larger yield of hay, and of better quality, can always be obtained from a mixed meadow. 
In a great many parts of the country only one or two kinds of grasses are known and mostly sown, and these are Timothy and Clover. While 
Timothy is a splendid Grass, and Clover the foundation of all successfulfarming, both are not permanent, and not welladapted for pasturing; are 
easily affected by drought or frost, thereby making it necessary to re-sow every year or two—a rather expensive method. In our carefully 
selected permanent pasture mixtures several varieties of the Natural Grasses are sown together, and these will cover the ground very closely 
and make two spears of grass grow where formerly but one grew; besides, these mixtures will stand various climatic and soil conditions better, 
will last longer or be permanent, and yield heavily or double the quantity of hay that is secured from ordinary fields sown with Timothy and Clover. 


WHEN AND HOW TO SOW FOR PASTURE. 


We recommend sowing our Mixtures without any so-called nurse crop. The harvesting of this nurse crop is likely to expose the young and 
tender grasses at a critical time. Sown alone the grasses are hardened to the sun and have better developed roots, as they have not been robbed 
of moisture by those of the nurse crop. When ground can be plowed or disked this should be done early in the spring. Harrowed once if 
rough; then sow the seed and harrow again. In dry seasons the roller or plank can follow to good use. Sloughs or ground not fit to plow can 
be burned off then disked and harrowed, sometimes with a brush. Timber lands should have leaves and grass burned off, then harrowed with 


brush or otherwise. 
WHEN QUICK RESULTS ARE WANTED. 
After plowing sow and harrow in one bushel of early oats per acre, then sow grass seed as above. Horses or cattle may be turned in in 
about six weeks, when ground has become settled to prevent injury by tramping. Pasture or mow off through the summer to a height of six or 
eight inches to prevent crowding out of the smaller varieties.

To start a new lawn, prepare your ground, 
and see, too, that it is looseand pulverized very 
fine with a hand rake; then sow the seed. It is 
best to always cross sow, as this enables you to 
get it on more evenly; then rake in and roll it 
good.
